Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicants' attorney pointed out the difference between the 
fluorecent color as taught by Washio and the fluorecent coating of the present invention and indicated that the 
independent claims will be amended to better define the fluorecent coating based on the disclosure so as to distinguish 
over the Washio reference.
